DOWN IN THE TUBE 

A lot of people from the literary world were seen 
riding the subway last week. We don’t know 
why. E. L. Doctorow was seen on Wednesday 
heading from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton at 
9 a.m. Walter Isaacson was seen heading from 
East Hampton to Amagansett on Friday at 
10 a.m. Susan Isaacs was seen on Saturday 
going from Southampton to Hampton Bays at 
11 a.m., and Roger Rosenblatt was seen on Sunday 
heading from Water Mill to Bridgehampton 
at noon. Also seen was Jules Feiffer, carrying 
his new book, going from Montauk to 
Amagansett on Monday at 1 p.m. What is it with 
these people? 


SPOOKY RIDE 

We hope all passengers enjoy the “spooky ride” 
that’s been set up for Halloween Eve along 
the winding two-and-a-half-mile run through the 
tunnel between North Sea Firehouse Station and 
the Downtown Noyac Station. 

If you’re a regular on that line, be aware 
that the trains will slow to 5 mph as they 
move amongst all the displays set up with the 
cobwebs and dungeons and castles and so forth 
and so on. Allow for a delay of 10 minutes, going 
both ways. The display comes down after the 
subway shuts for the night at 2 a.m. and service 
will be normal in the morning. This is the least 
we can do for the kiddies. 


RULES FOR HALLOWEEN 

Commissioner Aspinall wants us to remind 
everyone about the rules on the subway for 
Halloween night. 

Any candy corn left on the subway becomes 
the property of the Subway. No one dressed 
as an angel is allowed through the turnstiles 
whose wings do not completely fold up to 
less than two feet. No one is allowed on the 
subway whose horns are taller than five feet. 
Queens and Kings must remove their crowns 
when riding the subway because a sudden 
stop could cause injury to others. Also, any 
two people dressed as a horse must detach 
from each other before going through the 
subway turnstiles. Horses like that need 
two tickets. 


OUR NEW ENGINES 

The lead cars of all our subway trains, all 16 of 
them, are now retrofitted with 850 horsepower 
aircraft engines for better performance. 
Although the engines are set to prevent trains 
from exceeding the maximum of 42 miles an 
hour, these new engines will allow the trains to 
get up to that speed at Mach 2. The motormen 
are still learning the gear shifting, so if 


you are knocked about during a ride in the 
next week or two, just understand. Chalk it up 
as an interesting experience and an opportunity 
to meet your neighbor. 


ALARM GOES OFF BEFORE YOUR STOP 
Now that free WiFi service has been expanded 
to almost all the subway tunnels and platforms, 


Tom. Heffenhoffer, our software guru, has 
created a cell-phone alarm system to alert 
you when your stop is approaching. Before 
getting on the train, go to hamptonsubway.com, 
touch ALARM, then SETTINGS, then touch your 
station dot and you're all set. Fifteen seconds 
before you arrive at the station, a loud musical 
alarm will go off, which is the first 15 seconds 
of the song “Rock Island Line” by Lonnie 
Donegan. It will go off not only for you, but also 
for all others who have set off alarms and 
are getting off at your stop. So this is still 
another opportunity to meet new people. By 
the way, once selected, the alarm will 
override “mute.”

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Why the Costumes? 


An Explanation for Candy Corn, Pumpkins, Ghosts, Bonfires and Skeletons

lot of people have no clue what kind of 
holiday Halloween is. They send their kids 
out in costume on October 31 with empty 
bags, hoping neighbors with candy and other 
treats will fill them. They pick up pumpkins and 
carve them into jack-o-lanterns with evil smiles. 
They decorate the outside of their houses with 
cobwebs and witches on broomsticks and give 
prizes to one another for who does it best. They 
light bonfires, watch horror movies, tell kids 
scary stories and go to costume parties dressed 
up as skeletons and ghosts while drinking cider 
and eating potato pancakes with applesauce. 
Also, on that night, the police are out. 
Teenagers are up to mischief, spraying foam 
on cars and otherwise getting into trouble. The 
kids don’t know why they do that, but the adults 
think it comes from a time long ago when, if you 
didn’t give a kid with a bag some treats, he 
turned mean and did bad things like that. 
Thanksgiving we understand. Christmas is 
pretty clear. And of course New Year’s is 
understandable. What is it with Halloween? 
There was a time, when, for a thousand years, 
the pagan beliefs of the Druids were the order 
of the day in Europe. The Druids, beginning 
about 200 B.C., prophesized a belief in many 


gods, including sun gods, water gods, harvest 
gods and gods of summer and winter. 

This religion was largely supplanted in the 
first millennium by Christianity, a conversion 
enforced by the legions from the Roman Empire. 
There was one God. He was all-powerful and if 
you didn’t worship him and ask him to forgive 
you your sins, you would be damned to the fire 
and brimstone of hell forever. 

The Romans were unable to. enforce 
Christianity in Ireland, however. The Irish were 
fierce warriors. Though the Irish did not keep 
records, the Romans did, and there is a famous 
report by the head of a Roman legion to his 
superior that the Irishmen were impossible to 
defeat—and even if you did defeat them, they 
would be supplanted by their women, who 
fought even more fiercely. The recommendation 
was withdrawal. 

Besides the Irish being unbeatable, there 
was also the fact that in a few places where the 
Christians did take hold, the local folk simply 
would not give up their Gaelic religions. They’d 


celebrate both. The Gaelic celebrations often . 


worked creating good crops and good harvests. 
They were not all serious and full of threats 
about hell. 

In 601, Pope Gregory issued a famous edict in 
which he urged all his clerics in Ireland to allow 


the ancient holidays to be observed, but with 
the Christians taking credit for it. If the savages 
worshipped a tree, consecrate the tree. Make it 
a holy tree. 

One holiday the pagans celebrated was 
Samhain, observed from sunset on October 
31 to sunset on November 1. The holiday, 
overseen by the Druid priests, together with 
their poets (the keepers of all learning) and 
the Gaelic kings, was a celebration of the first 
of the dark days of winter, a time when the 
sheep and cattle had to be brought to pastures 
nearer to their homes, a time for gathering and 
storing things for the winter, and, according 
to their Druid leaders, a time when the dead, 
who were always not far away anyway in this 
Gaelic religion, would be especially present. 
Also present would be martyrs, the many gods, 
the faeries (degraded gods) and other sprites 
and spirits. 

One aspect of Samhain was a gathering at a 
sacred site, usually on a hill, where the dead 
were buried. People would come from all over to 
build bonfires and pray and celebrate and party. 
You could interface with the afterlife there. 
But if you had wronged one of the departed 
before he had died, you came to this party 
in disguise so this wronged individual would 
not recognize you. (Continued on next page) 
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Your neighbors wouldn’t recognize you either. 

The Christian leaders in Ireland responded 
by declaring a new holiday, which they 
called “All Saints’ Day.” It would take place 
on November 1, would be a carryover from 
Samhain because all these saints were now 
departed, and from this, maybe the local 
citizenry would come around. 

They didn’t. Two hundred years later, 
Samhain was still being celebrated as it always 
was, and so in around 850, the Christians 
declared there would be yet a second holiday, 
called All Soul’s Day, to be celebrated on 


November 2. The Christians were now ahead, what does it all mean? 


two to one. The locals now worshipped and 
celebrated all three. 

It took hundreds of years, but finally 
Christianity prevailed (many believe because 
after a series of plagues, the Christian leaders 
blamed the Celtic gods for being unable to stop 
it). But the pagan holiday still continued, now 
given the new Christian name of “All Hallows 
Eve” and later “Halloween.” 

It is fair to say that those teenagers who 
get into mischief on Halloween are portraying 
the angry ancestors who are not placated 
with candy, and can’t find the individual who 
wronged them. 

Meanwhile, there have been two recent 
developments I think worth mentioning as part 
of this story, both involving Catholicism. 

The first is a sudden dramatic upsurge by 
young people in America attending mass. 
According to The New York Times, youths 
in many cities such as Buffalo, Cleveland, 


Philadelphia, New York and Detroit have begun 
something called “Mass Mobs.” Through social 
networks, in a variation on “flash mobs”—a 
practice that began a few years ago with “cash 
mobs,” designed to organize large groups to 
shop locally—they have gotten their friends 
to start going to church on Sundays to 
revive Catholicism, honor their parents and 
grandparents, and enjoy the great beauty of 
these old churches while mingling with one 
another. Mostly the “Mass Mobs” are being held 
in churches whose membership is small and, in 
some cases, might shortly have to close. 

“I was afraid it was going to be sold and 
converted into a bar,” Marguerite Tetkowski, 
56, of Cleveland, told The New York Times about 
her church, where a Mass Mob recently showed 
up. Now in many cities and towns across 
the country, particularly in the Rust Belt, the 
number of new worshippers is in the hundreds. 


And many make contributions to the church 
when they come. 

Meanwhile, there have been a flurry of 
new groups, books and conferences that 
challenge the concept that those damned to 
hell spend forever there. 

In September, Kathryn Gin Lum of Stanford 
published the book Damned Nation: Hell in 
_ America from the Revolution to Reconstruction. 
In July, a conference in Houston was held

gFudge, a Christian minister whose works 
zinclude Putting Hell in Its Place and The 

Fire That Consumes. There is also renewed 
interest in a book called The Goodness of God 
by Englishman John Wenhan,, first Dae: 
in 1974. 

The basic argument is that those who eae 
refused to repent are not damned to hellfire 
for eternity, but, after a time, have their souls 
consumed, thus forever losing their identity. 
Their arguments refer to the Bible. In Romans 
6:23 it says, “For the wages of sin is death, but 
the gift of God is eternal life in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” In the Book of Revelation, there is 
a reference to “a second death,” which the 
proponents of this new theory say refers to the 
extinguishing of bad souls. 

Would God, the all-loving, put up with the 
pain and suffering of torture in hell for eternity? 
Those espousing “conditional immortality” 
think not. Spare them the suffering. 

Is Christianity softening? Maybe there 
is more to be learned from Samhain and 
the Druids. 4

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Shinnecock Tribe Closes Its Gaming Authority Office Up on the Reservation

he Shinnecock Indian Nation has voted 

to disband their Gaming Authority. It’s a 
sad day for the tribe. But after years of high 
hopes, it has all come to nothing as far as a 
major gambling resort is concerned, and it is 
a hecessary move. The vote was 110 to 41 to 
disband. 

The long and the winding road to this decision 
is surely a lesson for the tribe, and perhaps for 
all of us. Until the 1990s, the tribe lived as it 
had since ancient times—as a kind of extended 
family controlled by a tribal chief or chiefs. 
There were KEEP OUT signs posted at the 
entry roads that led into the 1.3-square-mile 
peninsula in Southampton that is the tribal 
grounds. Outsiders knew there were about 500 
members in the tribe, that they had been forced 
onto this reservation after the White Men came 
in the 17th century and required that they 
accept it. Tribal members were employed off the 
reservation, mostly in menial jobs. As the editor 
of this weekly newspaper, I would occasionally 


hear about news on the reservation. But calls 
to the tribe for comment were always turned 
away, always with a brusque reminder that 
these were private matters and I should mind 
my own business. 

At that time, almost all contact between the 
tribe and the local outside community consisted 
of a series of delis, smoke shops and Indian 
souvenir shops on Old Montauk Highway, the 
northern border of the tribal property. There 
was also, on Labor Day Weekend, a two-day 
Indian powwow open to the public. Outsiders 
could come to the reservation and watch the 
dancing, enjoy the food and drink and meet up 
with tribes from near and far as they had for 
half a century or more. But anyone who drove 
in there at that time could see that the tribe 
lived in reduced circumstances. 

In 1995, however, a young man named Lance 
Gumbs, son of Harriet Gumbs, graduated 
Southampton High School and got an M.B.A. 
from Adelphi College. He ran a deli-souvenir 
operation on Old Montauk Highway, but he 
also ran a souvenir shop in a shopping center 
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elsewhere on Long Island. A likeable young 
fellow, the tribe selected him to be one of 
the three trustees. He was not afraid to make 
changes. 

It was soon learned by us outsiders that the 
Shinnecocks, in spite of their long and well- 
documented history, were not recognized as 
an official tribe by the federal government’s 
Bureau .of Indian Affairs. An effort to start 
re-applying for recognition had begun in the 
1970s, but had gone nowhere. The State of New 
York recognized the tribe, but that didn’t mean 
much. Only Bureau of Indian Affairs recognition 
could bring serious financial help. 

Gumbs and other members of the tribe 
decided to restart the effort. One of the major 
reasons they did this was not only to obtain 
federal government help, but because federal 
recognition was needed for eligibility to run 
a gambling casino. By that time, federally 
recognized tribes were wildly successful in 
running Mohegan Sun and Foxwoods. 

In late June of 2003, tribal trustees held a 
press conference (Continued on next page) 
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that brought media and tribal members 
to waterfront land that the tribe owns on 
Peconic Bay in Hampton Bays where, with a 
bulldozer, the tribe cleared multiple acres of 
trees on land they said would soon have built 
upon it a 65,000-square-foot gambling casino. 
Trustee Charles Smith said this was about the 
preservation of the tribe. Gumbs said the state 
could not tell them what to do on their land. But 
a judge did. In August, a federal court ordered 
an 18-month injunction on the project. This 
sequence was certainly a wake-up call, for both 
the tribe and the town. 

The push for federal recognition now 
proceeded with speed. The tribe’s dealings with 
the community were easily found, in written 
treaties and documentation of other events

dating from the colonial era. For example, in 1876, 
10 braves from the tribe died in the shipwreck 
of the Circassian on the rocks in Bridgehampton. 
They had been hired to offload its cargo after 
it came aground. But it was mid-December 
and a bitter snow and ice storm came up; the 
men were left to freeze to death on that ship. 
Shinnecocks also fought with honor in many 
wars defending America. 


A man from California named Ivy Ong 
reportedly promised to give the tribe $1.5 million 
to exclusively represent them in the creation ofa 
gambling casino in 2003, and a push accelerated 
toward the gaining of federal recognition. But 
local residents did not want a-casino on the East 
End. They wanted it west of this community. 
It was going to be a big battle. During this 
time, a Detroit company called Gateway Casino 
Resorts took over the gaming-development 
relationship with the tribe, in 2004. And after 
that, on June 15, 2010, the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs granted the Shinnecock Tribe official 
federal recognition. 

The tribe had earlier decided that the council 
of elders should not be appointed by those 
who came before, but by the vote of all male 
tribal members. Soon after that, women in the 
tribe were made eligible to vote. Now, with 
the money coming in from the developers 
and the federal government, the tribe created 
committees to deal with education, health and 
public relations, and gambling. It was now a 
democracy. Good things were to come. The 
Shinnecocks, convinced not to build a casino 
resort on the East End, were now hoping to 
be the tribe of choice for a casino perhaps 
at the Nassau Coliseum, or at a racetrack, or 
on some vacant land in central Long Island. 
A number of people in the tribe were now 
working full-time on matters relating to opening 
a casino. 

It all quickly went downhill. Two years 
ago, one faction of the tribe accused another 
faction, from the Gaming Authority, of various 
wrongdoings. One accusation was that the 
accused faction was working on buying land— 
upon which the tribe might one day have a 
casino—without telling other tribal members. 

Those accused denied this was the case. They 
said it was all politics. Then an FBI investigation 
was begun, and at that point the company from 
Detroit reportedly stopped paying money to 
the tribe. 

Meanwhile, Governor Andrew Cuomo signed 
legislation allowing the creation of gambling 
casinos in this state that would not need the 
involvement of Indian tribes. One group now 
heads up a casino at the Aqueduct racetrack in 
Queens. Others are competing to run a casino 
in the Catskills. Then, last year, a fire consumed 
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the trailer on the reservation that held all 
the business records of the tribal Gaming 
Authority. And now the Gaming Authority has 
been disbanded. 

The tribe could still, if they wanted to, build a 
smaller operation, a bingo hall or slot machine 
parlor, on their land. No outside help is needed 
for them to do this. While disbanding the 
Gaming Authority, the tribe also voted to create 
an ordinance that would regulate shops selling 
cigarettes on the reservation and collect fees 
from them. 

I venture to say that if, through all this, the 
Shinnecock Nation had continued under the 
rule of tribal chiefs as in the old days, things 
would have happened very differently. Those 
tribal chiefs would be prospering mightily, and 
so would the tribe. 

This, in my opinion, is a price the tribe 
has, happily, paid for the sloppy effects of 
democracy and freedom, and a_ good 
thing, too.

Elaborate Planning to See 100 Movies in Five Days at the Film Festival

ell, the Hamptons International Film 

Festival (HIFF) has come and gone. The 
Golden Starfish Awards have been handed out 
and the winners for features are the documentary 
film Gett: The Trial of Viviane Amsalem, about 
the difficulty of getting a divorce under Jewish 
law because your husband needs to officially 
_ give you permission, and The Special Need, 
about two men trying to help an autistic friend 
lose his virginity. The Audience Awards have 
also been selected—the feature winners are 
The Imitation Game, about a brilliant young 
mathematician and his work trying to crack 
the Nazi’s secret code, and /ris, about 93-year- 
old-fashion designer Iris Apfel and her recent 
comeback, while Feast, a love story about a 
man’s love life as seen through the eyes of a 
dog, won for Best Short Film. 

All sorts of famous and accomplished actors 
and actresses were here making speeches, 
giving advice and hawking their wares, including 
Bill Murray, Hilary Swank, Patricia Clarkson, 
Mark Ruffalo and Laura Dern. 

Just under 100 movies were shown during 
the five days of the festival, selected from 
the 1,200 that were sent in for consideration. 
Thousands upon thousands of people watched 
at six film venues in four towns. And traffic.on 
Monday going back to the city was backed up 
for miles. What a huge shot in the arm this was 
for the local economy in the off-season. And 
here they were, so many beautiful women and 
handsome men, intense directors and deep- 


pocketed producers, eager talent agents, happy 
cinematographers and everyone else in the 
business, all on one 30-mile-long South Fork 
peninsula, all hooking up at parties, lectures, 
“conversations,” multi-leveled meetings, 
showings and dinners everywhere. 

But what I want to talk about here are the 
tens of thousands of moviegoers fighting to 
get in to see as many of these 100 movies as 
they could. Armed with a 96-page program, a 
fistful of money, a wide variety of tickets and 
the determination of army commanders, they 
created battle plans for these five days in their 
film programs, linking up the name of a movie 
with the color of the category it was in, with 
the time and day it was being shown, at the 
theater it was shown, in what town that theater 
was—and they could get in their car and, if they 
got there on time, see the films. Waiting on line, 
I saw many people with marked-up programs 
with circles and arrows to assure themselves 
they could do this. 

The key was getting there on time. Regardless 
of anything else, ticketholders had to be there 
half an hour before the show to begin waiting 
on line. The important people, those with 
photo-ID plastic passes on chains around their 
necks, had to get there 15 minutes ahead to 
wait in line, a different and more important 
line. Meanwhile, since some of the venues 
were multiplexes, different movies in different 
theaters inside overlapped times, so the 
ticketholder-and-important-people lines for 
those other movies had to be kept separate 


from the other ticketholder-and-important- 
people lines. And there was still a third line for 
each film, called the “Rush” line, where those 
without tickets could wait to see if they could 
get in after everybody else. In addition, there 
were reporters and photographers stationed 
behind floodlights to photograph the actors 
and actresses and movie people who got into 
still another line to, one at a time, stroll across 
a red carpet to a space in front of a backdrop 
where they could be photographed, interviewed 
and applauded. 

Those shepherding all these people onto all 
these lines for this and that were, for the most 
part, volunteers with clipboards, eager starry- 
eyed people with little experience, standing 
in front of volunteer supervisors with bigger 
clipboards and earpieces and microphones to 
help them along. 

Suppose the movie you wanted to see inside 
was Panda Car Crash. Outside on the sidewalk 
there was this melee, through which shoppers 
and passersby and gawkers walked, all of the 
above further overseen by police officers and 
security people to see that human beings were 
kept separate from the automobiles, which 
continually arrived curbside to unload still more 
people, with tickets, without, with photo IDs or 
with sunglasses and jewelry and _ beautifully 
coiffed hair for the red carpet. 

The fact that at certain times during the 
weekend it rained hard, well, that only added 
to the experience. This was a film festival.

HIFF. And it wasn’t the Hoboken HIFF or the 
Hawaii HIFF, which are small potatoes. This was 
the big deal. Think Sundance, think Tribeca, 
think Monte Carlo. Unfurl those umbrellas. Put 
that battle plan into plastic sleeves. We are all 
part of the show. When are they going to make 
a movie about THIS? 

As it happened, there was an unavoidable 
dynamic between the festival volunteers and 
the important people and the ticketholders and 
the rush people. The important people, whose 
tags said FOUNDER or BOOSTER or FILMMAKER 
or SPECIAL GUEST, were not used to being 
bossed around by a bunch of hesitant yet eager 
young volunteers. Sometimes tempers flashed. 

The volunteers sent people this way and that. 
They made cut off points on some lines—“after 


this couple we can’t guarantee seating, and yes 
I know you have a ticket.” People needed to go 
to the bathroom. People needed to get out of 
the rain. All was forbidden. And through it all, 
the photographers jostled and the reporters 
shouted to the filmmakers coming through.

‘baskets of French lavender sold on Parisian streets, 
and he thought lavender might like the terrain. 

The plants thrived. When the Rozenbaums had 
more than enough for their home and guests, they 
began to sell the surplus. The Rozenbaums decided 
to start their own business, the only lavender farm in 
the area, planting both French and English varieties. 

Now, visitors can cut their own flowers with 
baskets, sickles or scissors provided by the 
Rozenbaums, or buy fresh or dried lavender, as 
well as lavender-infused bath and body products, or 
lavender honey from hives that Rozenbaum tends. 

This past summer, the Rezenbaums welcomed 
a record number of visitors, who: strolled through 
the fragrant fields or stopped into the shop to buy 
sachets or scented soaps and lotions. While the farm 
is not currently equipped to host a wedding, it is still 
a favorite destination for brides, in part as a location 
for wedding photos. For a bride looking for something 
other than a cookie cutter posed wedding portrait, 
a sea of lavender can make a beautiful backdrop. 
Anyone can enjoy a walk through the flowers for 
an $8 field entry fee (that is applicable toward a 
purchase in the shop), but for a professional photo 
shoot for the wedding, make sure that you schedule 
ahead of time and be aware that there is a site fee. 

If lavender only figures into your bridal plans as 
a photo op, you’re missing out on the versatility of 
this member of the mint family. Lavender has long 
been believed to be beneficial in alleviating a number 
of ills, both physical and psychological—everything 
from stomachaches to anxiety. Soothe pre-wedding 
jitters with a soak in warm water with essential oils. 
Lavender by the Bay sells a lavender bud-stuffed eye 
pillow that would calm the most anxious bride.

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Wedding Workouts to Practice Year-round

KEEP FIT 


Last spring was my first 
‘wedding season.’ April, May 
and June weekends were 
filled with bouquets and 
bridesmaids’ dresses. Though 
it was a fun time, having a 
weekend-long list of activities 
made it increasingly difficult to 
maintain a consistent exercise 
routine. Amidst all the prep 
for the celebrations, finding 
time to work out—and all that 
goes along with that, like changing into athletic 
clothes, heading out, stretching, showering—was the 
biggest road block to staying in shape. But I’ve since 
discovered a number of ways to keep fit and reap the

mental benefits of staying active, without breaking a 
major sweat. 

Whether you’re walking down the aisle or are 
celebrating with a good friend, being fit for a wedding 
doesn’t have to mean marrying the gym. A few simple 
exercises can help anyone strengthen and tone. No 
equipment is needed. You don’t even have to leave 
your room, though using a yoga mat may make 
you more comfortable. Whether or not you have 
immediate wedding plans, implement the exercises 
below into your daily routine, and you’re just 10 
minutes away from a more fit you. 


Planks: 

If you follow Dan’s Papers on Instagram, you 
may have noticed that we plank in the office quite 
frequently. (I’m referring to the planking as a way to 
strengthen your core, not the phenomenon of laying

facedown in increasingly challenging places.) 

Planking can be done in a number of ways, though 
the most common includes laying on your forearms. 
In yoga, the plank position involves coming up onto 
your hands. Be sure to keep your back straight and 
your butt low, and feel yourself engaging your core 
muscles. For another challenge, alternate between 
the two positions, starting on your forearms, then 
going onto your hands and then back down to your 
forearms. Repeat so that you switch which side you 
come up on first. 

I ran track in college, and we use to spend a 
minute planking with both arms, 30 seconds doing 
side planks, where you come up onto just one arm 
and one leg, turning your body to be perpendicular 
with the ground, and then another minute of regular 
planking. 

Total time: 3 minutes 
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Don’t let wedding pressure get to you! 


Chair Post (Utkatasana) 

I’m stealing this move from yoga, as it strengthens 
your quads as well as tones your whole body. For 
the chair post, put your feet together and bend your 
knees, careful to not have them bend over your 
toes, until your thighs are as parallel to the ground 
as they can go. Then, lift your arms straight above 
your head, so that your elbows are close to your 
ears, taking care to not raise your shoulders. Have 
the majority of your weight in your heels. Hold for 
as long as you can. I usually try to do six sets of 30 
seconds each. 

Because it can be intense, warm up your muscles 
a bit first by doing jumping jacks or running in place. 
And always pay attention to how you feel. 

Total time: 3 minutes 


Pushups 

10 pushups before bed. 10 pushups before you get 
in the shower in the morning. You can do it. 

I'm not really at a fitness level where I can just 
quickly bang out a pushup every two seconds. So... 

Total time: 1 minute 


Clamshells 

This one is more difficult than it sounds. Lay 
on one side. Place your legs on top of each 
other and bend your knees. Lift your top knee, 
keeping your feet touching. Try three sets of 10 on 
each side. This helps open and streghten hips. 

Total time: 3 minutes 


As always, pay attention to your body and stop if 
you feel any pain. Go with what works for you. Even 
small workouts are better than no workouts. gf

oval, trillant, heart, asscher, and cushion. There are 
plenty of factors to consider—some shapes will make 
your hands look slender and long, others will make a 
smaller diamond appear larger, or give a heightened 
clarity to the stone.

ollowing the death of a loved one, you 
may become the recipient of an unex- 
pected parcel of real estate on Long 
Island’s East End. Yet with every wind- 
fall comes great obligations, so be pre- 
pared for the surprises you will encounter when 
inheriting a Hamptons estate... 


Mortgage Transfer 

You may be able to keep the decedent’s mortgage 
in tact when you inherit a Hamptons estate. Typi- 
cally, upon the transfer of ownership to real estate 
which is encumbered with a mortgage, there is a 
due-on-sale clause contained within the contrac- 
tual documents that created the mortgage and 
note wherein the entirety of the mortgaged monies 
will become accelerated on transfer and become 
immediately due and owing to the lender (i.e., the 
entire loan is billed rather than just the installment 
payment). Nonetheless, recipients of real estate in- 
cident to the death of the owner needn’t concern 
themselves with such a clause because Federal 
Law preempts (i.e., overrides) the lender’s contrac- 
tual right to call a mortgage where either the recipi- 
ent of the real estate is a relative of the decedent- 
borrower or where the recipient was a joint tenant 
on the deed of the property with the decedent-bor- 
rower prior to death. 


Reverse Mortgage 


While a reverse mortgage was a great source of in- 
come for the decedent prior to death (it’s available 
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to those aged 62 and older), that money has to be 
repaid to the lender, including all of the capitalized 
interest thereon. So, your Hamptons estate inheri- 
tance with a reverse mortgage will not be owned 
by you free and clear. Instead, the Hamptons es- 
tate will be encumbered by a significant mortgage 
that you cannot make monthly payments on and 
instead, such mortgage needs to be repaid prior 
to you Calling that estate your own home. You only 
have 30 days after the date of death to notice the 
lender whether you intend to pay off the mortgage 
from (a) other monies, (6) a refinance or (c) a sale of 
the real property. Failure to provide this notice may 
result in a foreclosure proceeding being brought 
against the estate. Nonetheless, there may be eq- 
uity in the property, even after deducting the payoff 
fees for this reverse mortgage lien, and it’s incum- 
bent on a beneficiary/executor to act quickly in pro- 
viding this notice to the lender in order to preserve 
the inheritance stake (i.¢., equity) in the real estate 
after the lender is paid off. 


Rental 

When a Hamptons estate is encumbered by a 
home loan, not a reverse mortgage, you may be 
able to rent your inherited estate without first refi- 
nancing the mortgage from a residential home loan 
to an investment loan. Relevant to the due-on-sale 
clause discussed herein with respect to mortgage 
transfers, the recipient of real property who qualifies 
for due-on-sale preemption can also rent the prop- 
erty for up to three years, during any rental term, 


without the monies in the mortgage becoming due 
and owing to the lender through a separate excep- 
tion to the due-on-sale clause pursuant to federal 
law. Without this federal law preemption, a person 
with a residential mortgage for their primary resi- 
dence would be precluded from renting the prop- 
erty without first refinancing to an investment loan. 
So, those inheriting Hamptons estate can utilize the 
real property inherited as an income stream instead 
of immediately liquidating through sale or choosing 
to occupy the premises themselves. Nonetheless, 
before you rent out your inherited estate, make 
sure to comply with the local town/village where the 
real estate is located with respect to obtaining any 
requisite rental permits and through avoiding illegal 
transient (i.e., short-term) rentals, or be prepared to 
face citations with fines and possible jail time. 


Homeowners Insurance 
You cannot keep the decedent’s prior homeowners 
insurance policy following the death of the dece- 
dent-insured when you inherit a Hamptons estate. 
While there is a federal law that enables certain re- 
cipients of a Hamptons estate to keep the dece- 
dent’s mortgage intact, there is no such law with 
respect to the decedent’s homeowners insurance. 
Nonetheless, the standard homeowners insurance 
policy does extend insurance benefits initially and 
upon death of the decedent-insured to the le- 
gal representative (i.e., executor or administrator) 
of such insured during the interim period existing 
CONTINUED ON PAGE 20. 
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post-death and pre-distribution to the ultimate ben- 
eficiary (i.e., while an executor or administrator is 
probating/administering the estate). Yet, this exten- 
sion of limited coverage may be curtailed by other 
policy exclusions, such as the loss of coverage if 
the property is vacant for 60 consecutive days be- 
fore an occurrence of a peril or some other period 
set forth within the policy. Make sure to read the 
homeowners policy, which named the decedent 
as the insured, to know the rules of the policy and 
don’t assume anything. 


Testamentary Substitutes 

Sometimes you immediately inherit a Hamptons 
estate upon the death of the owner— ownership 
can transfer without the need for a court order or, 
even, a deed change. If the property was titled as 
either a joint tenancy or a tenancy by the entirety, 
pre-death, then the surviving co-owner automati- 
cally will receive full ownership at the time of death 
of the co-owner without the need to file a probate 
petition with the surrogate’s court. Additionally, 
when real estate was owned in a trust pre-death, 
again, there is no need to go to court to effectuate 
a transfer of ownership. 

To determine if your Hamptons estate is owned 
in a testamentary substitute fashion, simply check 
the deed. Interestingly, real estate that is deeded to 
a trust, instead of the trustee of the named trust, is 
an invalid transfer. So, always seek legal counsel 
when dealing with a decedent’s Hamptons estate 
to ensure compliance with applicable laws in order 
to obtain your rightful ownership interest. Moreover, 
tax advice is essential given that testamentary sub- 
stitutes do not avoid estate taxes regardless of their 
ability to keep you out of court. 


Estate Tax 

Before you cash in from your inheritance of your 
Hamptons estate be prepared to pay taxes. Es- 
tates of decedents domiciled in New York may 
be liable for both state and federal estate taxes. 
Nonetheless, New York estates that are valued 
under $2,062,500, for those dying on or before 
March 31, 2015, are exempt from all such taxes. 
Additionally, estates valued between $2,062,500 
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and $5,340,000 will only be subjected to New York 
State’s estate taxes, which range from 5.6% to 
16%, and will be exempt from federal estate taxes. 
However, estates valued over $5,340,000 will not 
only face New York State’s estates taxes, but also 
require payment of a federal estate tax bill, at a rate 
of 40%, for the amount that the estate is valued in 
excess of $5,340,000. 


Capital Gains Tax 

While the inheritance of a Hamptons estate may 
be subject to estate taxes, it will fortunately be ex- 
empt from any capital gains tax that would have 
otherwise been due and owing by the decedent 
had they transferred the real property themselves 
pre-death. Capital gains tax in New York can reach 
arate of 31.5% when combined with federal capital 
gains tax. This type of tax is assessed on the gain 
that a long-term asset has realized from the date of 
purchase to the date of sale. Fortunately, inherited 
Hamptons estate receive a stepped-up basis to the 
date of death value of the property for capital gains 
purposes and, therefore, avoid a great deal of this 
cumbersome tax on future transactions. 


Probate 

When property is owned by the decedent them- 
selves, in fee simple absolute, or with another per- 
son, as tenants in common, then the inheritance 
can only be transferred through a court proceeding 
called probate (the proceeding is called an admin- 
istration, not probate, if the decedent dies without 
a Last Will and Testament). In such a proceeding, 
court fees will become due upon filing the requisite 
court papers. Thereafter, an individual will be ap- 
pointed by the court to serve as the fiduciary of 
the estate (i.e., appointment is by way of the court 
issuing letters testamentary or letters of adminis- 
tration), charged with marshaling and distributing 
the estate assets, while preserving the value of the 
estate in the process, on behalf of the beneficiaries/ 
heirs of the estate. 


Heirs at Law 

It’s often disheartening to find out that your spouse 
died without having a Last Will and Testament, 
particularly when you learn that your spouse’s es- 
tranged children from a prior marriage now own 


part of your prized Hamptons estate. New York 
State utilizes a table of consanguinity that pre- 
scribes the heirs at law when a decedent died with- 
out a Last Will and Testament. 

Pursuant to this table, a Surviving 
spouse only receives the first $50,000 and 
then must split the remaining estate as- 
sets, 50/50, with the decedent’s surviving 
children. Alternatively, where there is no spouse 
and no children surviving the decedent, the table of 
consanguinity goes as far as great-grandchildren 
of the grandparents of the decedent to identify the 
heirs at law to that Hamptons estate. 


Right of Election 

Read your parent’s Last Will and Testament at least 
five times to be sure that it actually says that you 
get everything while disinheriting your wicked step- 
parent, but before you throw your celebratory bash 
at your new Hamptons estate, first become familiar 
with your stepparent’s right of election. 

In fact, you cannot disinherit a soouse complete- 
ly, except if the surviving spouse expressly waived 
their rights (i.e. incident to a prenuptial agreement). 
So, regardless what the Last Will and Testament 
states, your wicked step-parent can elect the 
greater of $50,000 or one-third of your parent’s 
entire net estate. 


Bonus Concept 

Selling your inherited Hamptons estate before en- 
suring your rightful ownership (i.e. confirming deed- 
ed ownership through a testamentary substitute 
by way of competent legal advice or a distribution 
pursuant to an order of the surrogate’s court in an 
probate/administration proceeding) will result in a 
dead deal, headaches and potential litigation. Don’t 
jump the gun from thinking you inherited something 
to disposing of the real property. Instead, be mea- 
sured in your newfound real estate windfall, obtain 
proper counsel to perfect your rights, and then ex- 
perience the Hamptons—you may never think of 
Selling again. ™

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hat | enjoy about doing homes has 

almost nothing to do with architecture.” 

Perhaps not exactly the words you 
might expect from one of the leading architects in 
the Hamptons. But listen to Bruce Nagel talk about 
his craft, his community, for five minutes—maybe 
even five seconds—and you realize that those are 
exactly the right words. 

“It has all to do with my relationship with my 
client,” he continues. “I really enjoy the process of 
working with a client who is totally devoted—and 
they almost always are—to making a beautiful 
home. I’ve done public buildings, institutional 
buildings, where you feel like all they care about are 
time and money. But people are passionate about 
their homes, and it’s that passion that | really love. 
So the idea is to try to find a way to take my talents 
and, in effect, hand them to a client and deliver to 
them a product that represents their desires and 
their vision and their dreams.” 

Originally from San Antonio, Nagel came to 
the Hamptons to open an office some 30 years 
ago, with a master’s degree from Harvard and the 
independent spirit that reflects his Texas roots. 
He has built a reputation here—along with homes 
for clients ranging from A-list Hollywood types to 
business moguls—not with any single style, but, in 
fact, quite the opposite. 

“What happens is most of the time, clients go to 
Brand X architect, because Brand X architect does 
the same glass box for every client, so they hire 
that person because they don’t have to think,” he 
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says. There is no arrogance here, no disrespect of 
any kind, just the confidence forged over decades 
of doing things his way and succeeding. “They can 
just say, | Know he’s going to give me that glass 
box, or | know he’s going to give me a gambrel- 
roof shingled house, or whatever the thing is they 
had in their head, and they go to that architect 
because he has that ‘signature style.’ | don’t work 
like that. 

“| try to make sure that every house | do is 
unique, and it takes a client’s interaction to create 
that uniqueness,” he adds. “! can’t do that by 
myself. If you’re a painter and you like working 
on canvas and you use a wide brush, that means 
most of your paintings are going to look like big 
wide brush strokes. Most painters are going to stay 
in that same category. | try to get out of that, but it 
takes somebody to push me out of it.” 

Back in 1986, Pulitzer-winning writer Wendy 
Wasserstein’s sister, Sandra Wasserstein 
Schweitzer, hired Nagel and wrote a story for him, 
describing the home she wanted to live in, and how 
she pictured living there. It gave him inspiration for 
not only that house, but for a new approach to 
future projects—asking clients to write a narrative 
that captured their vision, down to whatever detail 
they imagined. 

War and Peace isn’t necessary, but Nagel asks 
for as much detail as possible, rather than just a list 
of “3 bedrooms, 2 bathrooms, blah blah blah,” he 
says. “If you can put an adjective in front of some 
of those words, it’s really helpful. As an architect — 


and |’ll throw myself into the area of being an 
artist—I’m actually creating and painting a piece 
of space that is a reflection of what people want. 
What they want is four walls, but there are other 
things to the four walls. | oftentimes say I’m kind of 
like a stage set designer. I’m designing a space for 
people to kind of play out their lives. And | need to 
know the story of the play.” 

Sometimes that drama, or comedy, has surprising 
elements, particularly in an |-can-ask-for-anything 
market such as the Hamptons. Like the time he 
did a house for a single woman with kids and she 
provided an interesting detail in her narrative. “| 
think with the exception of the bathrooms, every 
room in some fashion had a requirement for a table 
and eating. It was like, she ate in the bedroom, she 
ate on the deck off her bedroom, she ate in the 
living room, she ate in the kitchen, she ate in the 
dining room...” he trails off with a chuckle. 

Another client once told Nagel that she wanted 
a beautiful house, with a beautiful kitchen, but that 
she’d never actually cook in it. “About three years 
later, the couple divorced, and | was brought back 
into the house by the potential buyer,” he recounts. 
“And lo and behold, the stickers that were inside 
the stove, and the wraps around the grates—there 
was not one thing in that stove that had been 
touched. When she said she didn’t cook, she really 
meant it. That house, by the way, is the house that 
Sean Combs lives in now, so when he bought that 
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house, he basically bought a brand new kitchen, 
even though it was a few years old.” 

Step outside. Step to your window. Look up 
and out. You’ve just seen the timeless Hamptons 
quality that still fuels Nagel, the same thing that 
called the likes of Jackson Pollock and Willem de 
Kooning and countless others here. “One of the 
reasons people for a hundred-plus years have 
been wanting to come out here is for the natural 
beauty and the light,” he says. “We didn’t have all 
these artists come out here because it was just 
some place to go and smoke pot. They really liked 
the light—it’s pretty special. And how that light gets 
translated is it’s reflecting off the ocean, and then 
into the clouds, and onto the sky and back down 
to the soil. It’s a unique lighting situation. 

“And how architects respond to that, and how 
homeowners respond to that, is they want big 
windows,” he continues. “They want to see the out 
of doors inside their home. So even if somebody 
asks me to design a traditional-oriented home, it’s 
inevitable that they want massive windows — maybe 
in the back or the sides, somewhere, to bring in all 
that natural exterior beauty, that beautiful light. It 
doesn’t have to be a glass contemporary house to 
have that— everybody wants that.” 

Beyond looking out on magnificent vistas, 
what more and more people seem to desire in 
the Hamptons, Nagel notes, is size. The ever- 
escalating square footage of homes is the biggest 
change he’s witnessed over the years, and it’s a 
trend he feels can meander into the realm of the 
absurd. “When | first came out here, it was not 
uncommon for someone to hire me to design a 
1,500- or 2,000-square-foot home. | probably 
haven't been asked to design a 2,000-square-foot 
home in maybe 15 years. Which is silly, because, 
what are you doing in these big things? It’s people 
building 10,000-square-foot houses and having 
four occupants in them.” 

When Nagel was teaching architecture years 
ago, one of his favorite design exercises for early 
architectural students was to give them a Frank 
Lloyd Wright floor plan—not revealing its creator — 
and see what they would make the house look like 
from the outside. “It’s a famous, famous plan— 
every architect would have drawn the exact same 
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elevation if they knew whose plan that was,” he 
says. “It’s amazing how creative people were in 
interpreting that piece of work. What that means 
to me is, there aren’t any correct kind of formulas 
for architecture. And what | would teach people 
today is, do your own thing. Be making unique 
architecture, because it’s there, and there are so 
many creative, talented architects who can do that. 
People should be pushing the envelope more.” 

That’s not to say, however, that he gives credence 
to those whispers, sometimes something louder, 
about too many new homes going up on the East 
End looking too much the same, how it’s affecting 
the architectural state of the area. “Sometimes we 
can’t see beyond the trees in the forest, and we 
have architecture here that is exemplary—that is 
beyond exemplary,” he says. “It so far exceeds 
what Middle America experiences that whenever 
anybody ever comes to me with ‘Oh poor us, 
we have houses that look alike,’ it’s like, are you 
kidding me?” 

Nagel is the first to admit that beauty is in the 
eye of the beholder. That goes for a home that is 
no further than the drafting table or one that has 
been around for generations. And it is a particularly 
important fact to remember, he insists, when talk 
turns to preservation of homes out here, notably 
those of noted architects. 

“What | think is really good architecture and 
what you think is really good architecture may 
be diversely different,” he says. “So to then 
have some bureaucrat come in and say ‘This 
is reserved for not being modified, and you can 
do whatever you want to that’ starts to become 
very kind of subjective, and very, let’s say, in the 
moment. So today people are more interested in 
more contemporary architecture, people would be 
interested in preserving that Phillio Johnson house. 
Fifteen years ago, that house could have gotten 
torn down because nobody cared about that style. 
So when you get into this area of appropriateness 
to remove something or preserve something, boy, 
does that get to be difficult.” 

He makes a quick add to this line of conversation, 
noting that preservation of the past is essential. It’s 
just a matter of the right approach. “I think it’s a 
shame when really historical things get demolished. 
| think municipalities need to find creative ways to 
work with people to not just say no, no, no, but 


let’s sit down at the table together to figure out a 
way to give you what you want to do and also help 
preserve our history. 

Looking back is all well and good, but Nagel also 
has his eye on what tomorrow brings. “I’m just 
about to turn 65, and | actually started working for 
an architect when | was 16 years old, so in another 
year |’ll have done this for 50 years,” he says, 
and there isn’t a trace of anything but genuine 
enthusiasm when he talks about his upcoming 
projects. 

“Probably the most exciting thing | have going 
right now is I’ve been hired by an Indian family, who 
live in India, to design a house for them in Saddle 
River, New Jersey, Gin Lane, Southampton, and 
in the countryside of India. So three homes for 
this one family. It’s exciting to work with the same 
family repeatedly and be in completely different 
environments to think about the architecture that 
you have to make appropriate for each setting.” 
He’s also designing a Tuscan villa for a property in 
Westhampton, with imported tiles for the roof from 
Italy, and, potentially stucco artisans to be brought 
in from Europe. 

The attention to, and appreciation of, those 
kinds of small points goes to the core of one of 
Nagel’s driving principles: God is in the details. The 
architect cites inspirations from Michelangelo to Le 
Corbusier, but the aphorism attributed to Ludwig 
Mies van der Rohe, an architect who was trained 
in Germany and came to the United States right 
before the Second World War, holds an especially 
valued place. 

“What it really is talking about is that, architecture 
is made up of many different layers, or many 
different aspects,” Nagel says. “Fundamentally, the 
most important thing in architecture is to make the 
space appropriate, meaning that it’s the right scale 
and right proportion and so forth, but when you 
get beyond all that, what that term means, God is 
in the details, is what is the doorknob? What is the 
baseboard? What is the actual weight of the door? 
What is the handle that you grab to turn the hot 
and cold water on? 

“It’s the detail, the stuff you actually touch as a 
human being and physically have a relationship 
with as a human being. Not the overall big lofty 
concepts, but the actual humanity that architecture 
is. That’s what it’s about.”

Pumpkin Picking. It’s a Family Affair!

love this time of year. The air feels fresh and new, 

the sky appears bluer, and fallen leaves decorate 
the roads in reds, oranges and yellows. Pumpkin 
Fever sets in, reminding us of hot cider and warm 
autumn dishes. 

For the past 13 years I have been throwing an 
annual “chili fest.” I invite family and friends over for 
an adventure to Lewin Farms to go pumpkin picking 
before returning home to make chili. All ages get 
involved. 

It’s $25 for all you can carry, so whoever has the 
longest arms holds all the pumpkins for about three 
seconds. Last year it was my daughter’s boyfriend. 
Our chili fest continues to grow, so we never know 
who will be the pumpkin holder for that year. 

Besides picking out the perfect pumpkin for 
carving, decorating or just displaying on your front 
step, we also gather gourds, corn stalks and straw. If 
you are like me and really want to make a statement, 
all of these items are essential. 

After everyone picks a pumpkin, colored markers 
are handed out so that each person can mark the 
bottom of their choice with their name. Next, we all 
climb into our trucks, vans and cars, and make our 
way back to the house. We all locate our pumpkins 
and put them into our own cars. ; 

As we enter the house, a flurry of activity 
ensues. In the kitchen, pumpkin beers like Shipyard 
Pumpkinhead Ale and Shock Top Pumpkin Wheat are 
popped open and poured into cinnamon-and-sugar- 


rimmed glasses. At the bar in the dining room others 
are creating cocktails with “eyeballs” made out of 
olives. We usually have two different types of chili 
on the stove—one is beef with a smoky flavor and the 
other is vegetarian. On the side counter are the most 
important features of the meal—the toppings. What’s 
a bowl of chili without chopped onions, shredded 
sharp cheddar, sour cream and chives? 

An assembly line begins to take shape as each 
person grabs a bowl and spoon awaiting their turn 
to make the perfect chili dish. We share stories 
about our lives, laughing and smiling, while enjoying 
the autumnal festivity. In the center of the table is a 
large bowl filled with water. In it are floating pumpkin 
candles creating a warm, inviting atmosphere 
for dining. 

Afterward the table is cleared only to be refilled 
with homemade apple and pumpkin pies. Each piece 
of pie is adorned with a scoop of French vanilla ice 
cream. As pumpkin-spiced coffee and tea are served, 
it begins to get chilly and a fire is started out on the 
deck, just outside the French doors. As I see my 
family and friends gathered outside together, I feel 
a sense of satisfaction and contentment. | begin to 
think about Thanksgiving, which is right around 
the corner. 

The sky starts to darken as the day comes to an 
end. We begin the ritual of hugs and kisses goodbye. 
We always say “I love you, drive safe, and give mea 
buzz when you get home.” 

Lewin Farms is near my house, but it’s not the only 
place to go pumpkin picking. For small children, |

Southampton College Offers Comic

or nearly a quarter of a century, Stony Brook 

Southampton has been awarding a $1,000 prize 
to exceptional undergraduate-level writers of short 
fiction—and now it’s beginning a new tradition. The 
first annual Robert Reeves $1,000 Comic Fiction 
Contest, presented by The Southampton Review 
(Stony Brook Southampton’s literary journal), is 
currently in full swing. 

The contest has been accepting submissions of 
short, comic fiction (5,000 words or less) since the 
first day of September, and though the clock is ticking, 
aspiring humorists still have time—submissions are 
open until October 31. Of course, “comic” is a rather 
broadly defined term, but the contest isn’t looking 
for anything too specific. As far as instructions for 
submissions, the guidelines state, “We won't even try 
to tell you what we’re looking for. The comic impulse 
is so widely and variously expressed in fiction that 
it resists definition. But if your comic muse has led 
you to a story that you consider a match, throw 
caution to the wind and send it to us.” The contest’s 
winner will also receive the $1,000 prize, as well as 
be published in The Southampton Review, and will 
be honored at the launch of 7SR’s spring 2015 issue 
in-Manhattan. (All of the contest’s finalists will be 
considered for publications in the journal’s online 
issues.) 

Robert Reeves, for whom the contest is named, is 
the associate provost of Stony Brook Southampton 
Arts, and the founder of its MFA program in Creative 
Writing and Literature. No stranger to comic fiction 
himself, he is the author of the comic novels Doubting 
Thomas and Peeping Thomas, and tends to inject 
humor into nearly everything he writes. “If I write 
something not conspicuously funny, at least to my 
eyes, it’s an exception,” explains Reeves. “Everyone 
is wired to see the world a certain way and filter it 
through their own consciousness, and my default 
mode is to be funny on the page. This is different from 
being witty in conversation, but they’re certainly 
connected in many ways.” Asked where this drive 
for comedy comes from, he answers, “It’s a certain 
performance on the page—an interesting challenge 
for any writer. Some people tend to use the comic 
impulse as a technique to get at the truths that all 
fiction aspires to reveal.” 

Stony Brook Southampton professor Daniel 
Menaker, frequent guest of the college’s Writer’s 
Speak series, former fiction editor of The New Yorker 
and former executive editor of Random House will 
judge the competition. Reeves says of the choice 
to install Menaker as judge, “You really cannot find 
a more distinguished editor and writer of fiction, 
and Dan, with his particular interest in comedy, was 
truly enthusiastic about this prize. Aside from his 
longstanding personal interest in humorous writing, 
he’s also taught it for many years, and maintains a 
web presence where he solicits comic content and 
posts work of his own. He was our ideal choice.” 

The contest’s reluctant namesake (“I signed off on 
the prize, and then, in a moment of distraction, the 
editorial staff of TSR got this past me—ordinarily 
this is not the sort of thing I would do!”) says that 
though the university offers a number of writing 
prizes each year, he’s been considering offering one 
in conjunction with TSR for some time. “Certainly 
the guiding spirit of our program is an interest in 
humor,” says Reeves, “especially among the faculty 
and visiting writers. In my work with TSR, we also 
commission literary cartoons, so even that side of 
things is infused with humor. The tradition goes back 
to Frank McCourt, who was the funniest among us, 


and irony is currently the dominant mode 
of the age, but all fiction carries an element 
of humor.” 

Is “writing funny” harder’ than 
straightforward fiction? Take heart, 
aspiring authors! Reeves assures us that 
“Humor is not ‘more work’—though all 
fiction is hard work! To some extent, the 
distinction between ‘straight fiction’ and 
comic fiction is just a different perception 
of the world, and the use of different

certain way, it will allow certain effects, 
but preclude others—if you’re constantly 
revealing a punchline, for example, it 
may prevent you from creating long-term 
effects. In the end it just comes down 
to different perspectives, and all fiction 
has the same opportunity to present this 
access to truth.” ga

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Life and Death in the East End Garden

My being a gardener is a part 
of my larger concern for all 
plants and animals. I want 
to know all aspects of them: 
those in other places, those 
we eat, our pets and those in 
our immediate surroundings. 
Of particular interest are the 
plants and animals closest

am constantly looking for the 


insects in the garden, as well as the squirrels, the 
birds, the neighbor’s cat, the stray cat that has begun 
to live at our house and the deer. I don’t mind having 
them in the neighborhood, though I would like 
them to stay away from the back garden where the 
yummies are. What roles do they play in the garden 
and what is my relationship to them and their lives? 

Friday afternoon | heard a heart-shattering cry 
of distress coming from the back of my neighbor’s 
house. My husband I ran over and went over the 
- four-foot fence to find two dogs attacking a very 
small fawn. These dogs were not wild. I don’t think 
there are wild dogs in Sag Harbor. They had done 
severe damage to the baby. My husband vigorously 
dismissed the dogs and I followed the deer as it tried 
to walk and soon collapsed. We called the police and 
the animal wildlife rescuer. While we waited for them 
I stayed with the deer to keep it quiet and in one

place and to, I hope, comfort it. Eventually it did get 
up and move before collapsing again. I sat beside it 
and did not allow it to move again. It died while I was 
holding it. All of this took about one hour. 

There is an area very close to our house where 
people let their dogs off of the leash to run. I would 
like to think that the dogs did not come from there 


but they did come from pet owners who had allowed | b : 


them to run free. They killed a fawn. Might they not 
attack a pet cat, a smaller dog, a child playing in a 
backyard? 

We are all aware of the deer problem in this 
area—especially us gardeners. But part of the 
solution cannot be death by dog attack. Let us all be 
concerned in responsible ways about the plants and 
animals in our area and care for them in the best and 
most vigilant ways possible, including our pets. 

In other aspects of the garden: The fall seems to be 
winding down but do not wind down your attention 
to the garden. Many of the larger weeds are setting 
seed now. If you don’t get them, you will be sorry 
next year. The garden still needs water, even as the 
cooler days set in. 

Resist the temptation to prune shrubs that might 
seem to have outgrown themselves over the summer. 
Pruning spring flowering shrubs and macrophylla 
hydrangeas at this time removes next year’s flowers. 
Wait to prune other shrubs until they are dormant. 
Don’t hard prune roses at this time as it may cause 
new growth to form in warmer fall weather only to 
be killed with the first frost.. Some gardeners cease

deadheading roses at this time and let hips form to 
let them begin to rest. 

This is the time to divide bearded iris and peonies. 
Bearded iris need to be divided about every three to 
four years. Peonies don’t need to be divided at all but 
you might need to transplant some that have grown 
too close to their neighbors and divide them at the 
same time. 

The local garden centers are having their fall sales 
So it’s a great time to find some goodies and perhaps 
just the right plant for that spot in the garden. This 
is a good time to plant trees and shrubs—be sure to 
supply adequate water. It’s also time to order spring 
bulbs—so get out those catalogues and order some 
surprises for yourself. : 

While we are tending our gardens, let us be 
conscious, careful and responsible for all of the life 
around us. B.

Chef David Hersh’s Lobster Stuffed Mushrooms

Y our East End wedding and_ reception 
are catered, but you may have a lot of 
hungry houseguests during this special time. 
Here’s a recipe for a real crowd-pleaser from 
Cowfish Chef/Owner David Hersh of Cowfish in 
Hampton Bays. 

“One of our most popular dishes is this appetizer,” 
says Hersh. “What makes it special is the homemade 
corn bread we use as a binding agent for the stuffing, 
then we use only local lobsters and a special brand 
of olive oil. We put a high emphasis on the quality of 
our ingredients. We stay open all year and only use 
the best of what’s available.” Cowfish occupies one 
of the most scenic locations in the Hamptons—it 
stands proudly on its own curve of land on the bay 
with stunning views of the water and marina. An ideal 
spot for eating seafood! 


LOBSTER STUFFED MUSHROOMS 
Yield 40 
Shelf Life: 48 hours 


1/4 cup pomace oil 

40 large button mushrooms 

2 tablespoons bacon grease 

1/4 cup garlic, minced 

1/2 cup leeks, diced 1/4” x 1/4” 

1/2 cup white wine 

1 pound of shrimp, 31/40 puds, rough chopped 


1 pound lobster meat, rough 
chopped 

1 tablespoon 
seasoning 

8 cups corn bread, diced 3/4” 
x 3/4” 

2 tablespoons fresh tarragon, 
chopped 

3/4 cup Jack cheese, shredded 
2 teaspoons salt and pepper 
mix 

2 tablespoons Dijon mustard

sauce

Remove stems from mushrooms and wash. Turn 
upside down and allow to dry on a wire mesh on top 
of a sheet pan. Once dry, toss in the olive oil and 
place back on wire mesh top side up. 

1. Cook for 4-5 minutes depending on size. Mushrooms 
should be slightly al dente. Do not cook all the way. 
2. Turn oven down to 350°. 

3. While mushrooms are cooking, cut cornbread into 
% x ¥%” pieces and toast till golden brown, then pulse 
in food processor. 

4. Remove mushrooms from oven and cool on sheet 
pan over cooling rack at room temperature. 

5. Heat bacon grease over medium high heat in a 
large sauté pan. Add garlic and leeks and sauté for 
2 minutes. Add lobster and shrimp and Old Bay

seasoning and sauté for 3-4 minutes until meat is 
80% cooked. Deglaze pan with white wine and cook 
for an additional 30-45 seconds to cook out alcohol. 
Remove from heat. Finished seafood should be 85% 
cooked when done with this step. 

6. In a large stainless bowl, add the seafood mixture, — 
breadcrumbs and the remaining ingredients, except 
the mushrooms, and combine using hands. Allow to 
cool. 

7. Once all the ingredients are chilled, place two 
tablespoons of stuffing inside each mushroom 
emphasizing height. Place back on the wire rack and 
bake for 6 minutes at 350°. Bl.

“Shelter Island has historic homes on the real 
estate market right now, each with a story to tell and 
a special place in our Island’s history,” says Moore, 
a Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker who heads 
up the Saunders & Associates Shelter Island office 
and who, with nearly $250 million in sales on Shelter 
Island, has been the island’s leading real estate 
broker since 1997.

Explaining her decision to host the show, which is 
more than simply a real estate showcase, Grenning 
Gallery owner Laura Grenning notes, “I thought 
that showing old paintings and photos of these fine 
artists retreats on Shelter Island would be a perfect 
fit for the Grenning Gallery devotees.” 

The Grenning Gallery, located at 17 Washington 
Street in Sag Harbor, has been open since 1998. 
Dedicated to the revival of classical art, the gallery 
showcases artists whose works use the traditional 
methods created by the great masters. From color 
to composition, featured artists resurrect classical 
techniques in a contemporary fashion—a concept 
that coalesces perfectly with creating a fresh 
approach to the time-honored industry of real estate 
sales via timeless artwork, especially centered on a 
locale as rich in history as Shelter Island. 


Among the works and treasures on display at 
Grenning Gallery is a very fine early 19th-century 
painting by Shelter Island’s Walter Cole Brigham 
(1870-1941) depicting the Duvall Homestead at 140

on 2.7 acres, includes an original wing dating to 
before the American Revolution, along with water 
views to historic Sylvester Manor, Shelter Island’s 
first plantation.

The billboard, in addition to several other 
vintage farm and real estate signs, was discovered in 
one of the few remaining barns in the Shelter Island 
enclave, which is the smallest incorporated village in 
the United States. 

Vintage photographs of an 1880s 
farmhouse, formerly “The Harbor Inn,” owned by 
Nik Cohn and Michaela Muntean, are also on display. 
Considered by many to be the “Father of Rock 
Criticism,” Cohn is a British journalist who wrote the 
source material for Saturday Night Fever. Muntean— 
an author who worked with Jim Henson and the 
Muppets and has written more than 65 Sesame Street 
children’s books—was present to discuss the home 
at the opening as well. 

The paintings and other items in Celebration of
